Professor Buddensieg will discuss the many aspects in the life of this 
painting — the sources for its inspiration, its conception in the mind of Rubens, 
the first sketches, the finished work and its impact on the artist's ensuing work. 
SAMSON AND DELILAH is now in a private collection in Germany and was done by Rubens 
shortly after returning from Italy in about 1608.
